Washington  in  his  fourth  annual  address,  Nov.  6,  1792, 
said  : — u In  execution  of  the  authority  given  by  the  legisla- 
ture, measures  have  been  taken  for  eno-ao-ina:  some  artists 
from  abroad  to  aid  in  the  establishment  of  our  mint.  Others 
have  been  employed  at  home.  Provisions  have  been  made 
for  the  requisite  buildings,  and  these  are  now  putting  into 
proper  condition  for  the  purposes  of  the  establishment. 
There  has  been  a small  beginning  in  the  coinage  of  half  dismes , 
the  want  of  small  coins  in  circulation  calling  the  first  atten- 
tion to  them.” 

“ The  half  dismes  here  refered  to  were  issued  before  the  mint 
was  completely  organized  ; and  tradition  reports,  that,  owing 
to  the  scarcity  of  silver,  Washington  caused  some  of  his  own 
private  plate  to  be  melted  to  supply  the  deficiency,  and  that 
it  was  from  that  supply  that  these  patterns  were  coined.” 

We  quote  the  above  from  S.  S.  Crosby’s  “ Earty  Coins  of 
America.”  It  will  be  noticed  he  calls  it  a pattern.  To  this  we 
desire  to  take  exception,  as  the  above  quite  conclusively 
shows  it  to  have  been  regularly  issued  by  the  mint  for  circu- 
lation, and  an  authorized  coinage,  and  we  believe  it  should 
be  considered  the  first  half  dime.
